President Samuel Gompers of the Federation, who in a 


recent .speech attacked the employers who are fighting to sup- 
press labors right to collective bargaining, will preside at the 
meeting. 
"The employers are making 
little 
progress 
with 


their fight to establish non-union shop conditions," said George 
Morrison today. 
"There are few places which have worked 


under union shop contracts that have changed to the non-con- 
tract of non-union shop plans. 
This would precipitate strikes. 


There have been few big strikes in the last six months."
